ARCHAEOLOGY FROM - 
THE AIR. 


“It is absolutely essential when photo- 
graphing the earth’s surface, in hope of 
discovering archeological remains, to do so 
in the correct season and when the light 
is low,’’ said Mr. 0. G. 8. Crawford, B.A., 
F.S.A., discussing air photography as ap- 
plied to archeology in a lecture entitled 
‘Archeology from the Air,” delivered to 
a large agdience in the Members’ Hall of 
the Royal Dublin Seciety’s premises at Balls- 
bridge yesterday afternoon. 

The lecturer told how, when examining a 
coHection of aerial photographs in the officers 
mess of an aerodrome at Old Sarum, he 
noticed the faint markings of an avenue 
leading up to the famous stone monument 
of Stonehenge. He traced this road right 
across the country to the mouth of the 
Avon. “' 1 later advanced, as a theory, the 
suggestion,’ said Mr. Crawford, ‘‘ that these 
represented the remains of an avenue along 
which were dragged, in solemn religious rite, 
the huge blue stones used in the construction 
of Stonehenge, which we know were quarried 
in Pembrokeshire, after their shipment fron 
Wales to the mouth of the Avon. 

’ This,”’ said the lecturer, *‘ was the most 
important archwological discovery . effected 
by the use of aerial photography since its 
discovery ten years ago.” The next in 
importance was the discovery of Woodhenge, 
seven concentric circles of remains, which 
had now been very fully investigated. 

A light fall of snow had been instrumental 
in revealing to an aerial observer a formal! 


arrangement of lines upon the surface of a. 


field behind an Oxfordshire manor house, 

the existence of which was unknown to 

local residents. It is supposed that they 

indicated the site of an old Dutch garden.

IRISH PHILATELIC SOCIETY. 


The fortnightly meeting of the Irish 
Philatelic Society was held last Thursday at 
5 Molesworth street, Dublin, the President 
(Mr. Davis) “ACC gh Dr. J. Stafford 
Johnson was unable to be present, as he was 
suffering from an attack of influenza, and 
the President handed round Dr. Stafford 
Johnson's collection of Hungary. 

The first sheets handed round were of the 
first issue of 1871, both unperforated and 
perforated, and one page alone was catalogued 
over . These vemee show the portrait 
of King Francis J .» with the arms of 
Hungary, and the Crown of St, Bte hen, 
with the curious little cross on top the 
crown slanting to one side instead of being 
perpendicular. These stamps were first litho- 
graphed, but later were produced from en- 
graved plates. ; i 

The 3kr. green was printed direct on to 
envelopes, and, as this stamp is scarce in 
sheets, forgers have cut out the stamp from 
envelopes and perforated them all round. 
Unfortunately there is a slight difference in 
the designs, and consequently the forgery is 
easily detected, The collection contained 
some fine blocks and strips and several in- 
teresting covers bearing these first-issue 
stamps of Hungary. .

(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 


The trial was resumed of the case in which 
Joseph Nolan (43), victualler, with an address 
at Eccles New road, Salford, Lancashire, and 
Beatrice Simmonds, his niece, also of Salford, 
were charged with the torging of documents 
relating to the Irish Hospitals’ Sweepstake 
on the Cesarewitch last year. There was 
also a charge against Miss Simmonds of 
uttering forged sweepstake receipts. Nolan 
was charged with converting to his own use 
£111 8s. received for Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd. 

Mr. Martin C. Maguire, K.C., and Mr. 
J. A. McCarthy (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) prosecuted, and Mr. Edmund 
Lupton, K.C. {instructed by Messrs. Gerald 
Lyrne and Co.) defended. 

Detective Sergeant H. Wyer gave evidence 
ol the arrest of Nolan on a warrant, charg- 
ing him with the conversion to hig own use 
of £15. On being cautioned he said: “I 
am not guilty; I reserve my deíence.” On 
an additional charge of forging ten cheques, 
he asked: “Can I see the cheques?’ and 
then added: “I am not guilty.” 

Patrick McDonald, cashier m the Lodgment 
Department of the Trust. gave evidence that, 
as far as he knew, there was no authority 
to endorse cheques; nor had the banks au- 
thority to accept the cheques. 


HANDWRITING EXPERT. 


Charles Dalton, circulation manager to the 
Hospitals’ Trust, said that Nolan was ap- 
pointed an agent for the Derby gy, sna 
of 1931, and acted as such up to the Cesare- 
witch in 1932. He was getting a commission 
of 5s. per book sold. In respect of the 
Cesarewitch Sweepstake 2,250 books of tickets 
had. been issued to him. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that 
Nolan had brought thousands of pounds into 
the sweepstake, and had been appointed 
agent for the Grand National Sweepstake, 
1933. At present there was between £90 and 
£100 due to Nolan for the sale of tickets 
on the Cesarewitch. 

Dr. Daly, who is in charge of the records 
of the Hospitals Sweepstakes, explained the 
manner in which the records were kept. Refer- 
ring to certain counterfoils produced in court, 
he said that there was no evidence of the 
Trusts ever having received them. 

Captain A, J. Quirke, handwriting expert. 
gave evidence of having examined the hand- 
writing on two postcards posted ix Dun 
Laoghaire to the Egerton Arms Hotel and 
the writing on one of the alleged receipts. 
The writing on both documents, he said, was 
the work of one person. He also examined 
the register of the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, 
and found that the entry ‘“B. and M. 
Richards, Manchester,” was in the same 
handwriting as that of the person who wrote 
the postcards. The witness produced micro- 
scopic photographs of the various letters on 
the postcards and alleged receipts, and ex- 
plained the similarity of the handwriting. 


LEGALITY QUESTION, 


The case for the prosecution having closed, 
Mr. Lupton submitted legal arguments. He 
said that the receipt was not a “ valuable 
security,” the transaction in which it was 
offered taking place in a country where such 
transaction was illegal. In othe- words, if 
the transaction was illegal, then any receipt 
issued for it could not be a valuable security. 
All lotteries in England were illegal, and 
the sweepstake was a lottery. 

Judge Shaanon—Do I follow it that you 
say that if a gentleman gives another £1 to 
pay for two tickets, and the man appropri- 
ated the £1, he could not be prosecuted in 
England? 

Mr. Lupton— That is exactly the case. 

Judge Shannon—One man has stolen the 
other man’s money. 

Mr. Lupton—I am dealing with law at the 
moment—not merahty. d 

Judge Shannon said that it was the law 
that this man could be prosecuted, 

Mr. Lupton—Rogues and vagabonds have 
no rights in the legal courts anywhere. 

Judge Shannon—That is a very alarming 
proposition, . . 

Mr. Lupton—The policy of the English 
law—and, for that matter, of the law of this 
country—is that anybody who takes part in 
a sweepstake is so declared a rogue and 
vagabond, and the Act under which the 
present sweeps are carried out is an excep- 
tion which makes it a sort of qualified 
morality. All the evidence in this case was 
of alleged acts committed in England. 

Judge Shannon said that he was not con- 
cerned whether the accused persons could 
be brought here or not; the fact was that 
they were before him. 

Mr. Lupton said that there was no evi- 
dence of a conspiracy between the two 
accused persons. 

Judge Shannon—Except that there is evi- 
dence that certain documents were forged— 


-and it 1s alleged that Miss Simmonds wrote 


forged receipts. 

Mr, Lupton cited a large number of legal 
cases in support of his contention. 

Judge Shannon said that he wouid not 
decide whether the prisoners were brought 
on illegal warrants or not. It was sufficient 
for him if it was a matter of descretion to 
exercise it against the prisoners. He directed 
the trial to proceed. 


| ADJOURNED TILL MONDAY, 


Mr. Lupton addressed the jury at length 
for the defence. 

At 7 o'clock Mr. Maguire proceeded to 
address the jury on behalf of the State. He 
concluded at 8 o’clock. 

Judge Shannon said that his charge would 
take at least two or three hours, and the 
jury would probably take two hours to con- 
sider, their verdict. That would mean that 
the case would go on until after midnight. 

On the suggestion of the jury, the case was 
adjourned until 10.30 o’clock on Monday 
morning.

JACKSON STOPS AND 
JOYCE’S REPORT. 


Messrs. Jackson Stops and Joyce, estate 
ugents and auctioneers, Kildare street, Dub- 
lin, and London, in their report on the 
Estate Market during 1932, describe the con- 
ditions of business as showing a gradual im- 
provement from month to month in England 
and Scotland.

Business has also been active 
in the smaller class of residential property 
around Dublin, but larger properties 
have, generally speaking, been saleable only 
if at spectulators’ prices. Building develop- 
ment continues unabated, despite the political 
uncertainty, ana properties suitable for de- 
velopment have sold readily. A property of 
forty acres at Glengariff was laid out in plots 
and virtually all were sold within a few 


months. 
FISHING, 


The interest in fishing is such that first 
class fishings let readily last season at rents 
little below the previous year’s level, and one 
important fishing in the West was disposed 
of at the end of the season at a price 
approaching five figures, 

The firm conducted a number of sales of 
furniture and works of art, and prices showed 
definite increases by comparison with last 
year's prices—this being principally the result 
of the new import tariffs on furniture. The 
effect of the depression has, of course, been 
most strongly felt where agricultural and 
country properties are concerned and where 
business has been done it has been at prices 
almost fifty per cent. below last year’s levels, 
We hope that 1933 may see more settled 
conditions prevailing in the Free State.

Royal Air Force which are stationed 
overseas rank the cruises through Africa in 
formation undertaken annually since 1925, 
when for the first time a flight of British 
miltery aircraft flew in stages between 
Egypt and Nigeria. Flights westward and 
san Óna from Cairo have remained since 
that year an essential part of the training 
and strategical flying done by the Force. To 
their military importance must be added 
knowledge gained of flying conditions all 
through Africa, which has helped mightily 
in the establishment and operation of civil 
air lines. 

This year the southward cruise is ¢n- 
trusted to the crews of five day bombers be- 
longing to No. 6 Squadron, which is sta- 
tioned at Ismailia, the military aerodrome 
near the Suez Canal. Leaving Cairo on 
March 3ilst, the aeroplanes will penetrate 
southwards as far as Bulawayo, in Southern 
Rhodesia, and, after flying many thousands 
of miles over north and central Africa, will 
return to Cairo en June 13th, They will 
spend periods of several days at points in 
Rhodesia and at Nairobi, making flying visits 
into the interior and engaging in co-operation 
exercises with the loca] defence forces. 
north to south and back again the total dis- 
tance flown will be approximately 9,100 
miles, excluding the many local journeys on 
the ‘programme. 

The aeroplanes chosen for the flight are 
Fairey “Gordon ” biplanes, powered each 
with a single 535 h.p. ‘‘ Panther’’ air-cooled 
engine. These aircraft are the latest version 
of the famous Fairey 3F “general purpose. 
‘planes, which for several years have consti- 
tuted an important part of the Royal Air 
Force fleet. They are sturdy, high-performance 
craft, able to carry a heavy load long dis- 
tances, and fitted with much ingenious equip- 
ment required in the execution of the many 
and varied duties allotted to them. 


CRUISE TO SINGAPORE. 


From India comes uews of another long- 
distance formation flight, this time by four 
Westland ‘* Wapiti rae of one of the 
Army co-operation squadrons stationed there. 
Flying from Ambala, under the command of 
Squadron Leader Fernihough, the aeroplanes 
went by way of Allahabad, Dacca, Akyab, 
Rangoon, Tavoy and Alor Star to Singapore. 
The formation was scheduled to reach Alla- 
habad yesterday on the return flight, having 
completed the trip in just under three weeks, 
including a stay of three or four days at 
Singapore. Planned as an exercise in what 1s 
officially styled ‘‘inter-command communica- 
tion,” the flight is expected to provide much 
information of value in the development of 
air defence over this important section of the 
main Empire trunk routes 

Nine senior pilots of Imperial Airways have 
spent between them no less than 66,600 hours 
at the controls of aeroplanes. This wonder 
ful total is equal to 2,775 days and nights, 
or 7 years 74 months. In that time they 
have covered an aggregate of approximately 
6,500,000 miles, equivalent to 27 journeys tv 
the moon, or 260 flights round the world at 
the Equator. Every one of these men is 
still pursuing his vocation most days of the 
week, guiding the big air liners with the 
regularity and clockwork precision of the 
most carefully nursed express trains. Below

Mr. H. P. Boland, Assistant Secretary to 
the Department of Finance, continued his 
evidence. i 

Mr. Brennan asked would it conduce to 
efficiency in the Civil Service if there were a 
general rule in the grading of officers, or 
would it be more advisable to promote per- 
sous with a specialised knowledge from «ne 
department to another; that was, to have 
inter-departmental movements instead of de- 
partmental promotions? What was the 
normal practice, he asked, and was the ten- 
dency to endeavour to get new blood by 
way of promotion into a department? 

Mr. Boland said that the tendency was 
markedly in favour of endeavouring to get 
persons with specialised knowledge and 
special claims from one department for pro- 
motion to vacant posts in other departments. 
The Minister thought that course desirable 
in the interes‘s of the Service, and sought 
to get suitable >ersons in any department for 
promotion to acant posts in other depart- 
ments, That method was adopted over and 
over again. Clerks without experience, for 
instanee, but with special knowledge, had 
Leen appointed inspectors of National Health 
Insurance by competition. The same apphea 
to the National Savings Branch and to other 
cases. The Minister having looked over the 
Service for persons who would be suitable 
for those vacant posts in other departments, 
qualified persons were promoted in that 
manner. ‘he general underlying principle 
followed was what was good for the Civil 
Service, and there was an advantage in 
taking the whole field of the Service for 
promotion from one department to another 
where there was a vacant post. New blood 
was secured by these means. ae 

The Chairman—An advantage, you think, 
in not allowing stagnation, if I may call it 
so, in a department. 


NEW IDEAS, 


Mr. Boland said that there was an advan- 
tage in applying the principle of inter. 
departmental promotions and getting per- 
sons with new ideas into a department who 
would be specialised in a certain class of 
work, ‘This principle was fairly generally 
applied in regard to promotions, bat it could 
not be made & general practice, as the cir- 
cumstances in which the vacancy in the de- 
partment arose had to be fully considered. 

For some time the circumstances in the 
offices had been abnormal owing to the 
operation of Article X. of the Treaty and 
the movement between departments within 
the past five or six years had been of greater 
importance than in the earlier period. There 
was apt to be pressure against the policy 
within a department, but in the public in- 
terest an inter-departmental movement for 
officers was ec ghee - At present Mia 
etting a ve class of persons im 
Ma Settee fact, than heretofore, and 
the claims by them for promotion were in- 
sistent, Having regard to the class of per- 
sons whom they were now getting into the 
Service, it might not be necessary to pro- 
mote a person from one department to 
another, but at present it, was desirable and 
beneficial to have inter-departmental promo- 
tions, That policy had been justified by re- 
sults, ' : 

Replying to Senator Johnson, Mr. Boland 
said that in the Post Office things had for

CLERICAL VACANCIES. 


‘Mr. Boland further said that every junior 
executive post that had to be filled was filled 
by a clerical officer, so that the clerical class 
up to 1925 had benefited by a remarkable 
spate of promotions due to conditions, After 
that the process of slowing down began, and 
the Minister placed a ban on further pro- 
motion from the clerical to the junior execu- 
tive grade. That continued until 1952, when 
the ban was. raised to the extent that the 
Minister had power to give by promotion a 
small proportion of the vacancies to the 
clerical class. ‘= 

The placing of that ban by the Minister 
for Finance, it had been constantly said, had 
deprived the clerical class of all opportunity 
of promotion. In fact, since 1925, when the 
ban was imposed, 222 more clerical officers 
had been promoted. The clerical class of 
this generation or period of years had, im 
his opinion, been more fortunate in the 
matter of promotions than the class would 
ever be again in the Free State. Apart from 
the ban imposed by the Minister for Finance, 
the injustice on the clerical class, if such it 
might be called, had really made little or no 
difference to them. 

The Commission adjourned until ó p.m. on 
Thursday next.

T was said of Mary Kingsley ‘‘ that she 
had the brain of a man and the heart 
of a woman,” and the truth of that saying 
is brought home forcibly to those who rea 

her life or works. Mr. ALA Gwynn 
has rendered a service by his excellent 
biography of this remarkable woman, 
which is a sympathetic and most readable 
study. The first thirty years of Mary 
Kingsley’s life were passed in comparative 
seclusion and obscurity, and it was only 
on the death of her father, George 
Kingsley, the brother of Charles and 
Henry, that she donned her explorer’s 
guise and sallied forth to West Africa as 
un anthropologist and collector for the 
British Museum. Her main object was to 
collect material for the docipletion of a 
work on primitive religion and. law, in 
which she had been collaborating with her 
father; but she was impelled by her wide 
interests to do much more, and her work 
as a collector of fishes received warm 
commendation from the great Dr. Ginther, 
at that time in charge of the icthyological 
section of the British Museum. She tra- 
velled alone among the savages in the 
wild portions of West Africa ‘almost un- 
protected, and frequently in the company 
of those whose predilection for human 
flesh called forth ‘punitive expeditions 
from the authorities at later dates. Her 
expenses she covered by trading. She was 
a close student of affairs African, both 
West and South, and her integrity and 
passion for justice render her observations 
most valuable. During the Boer War she 
volunteered to assist at Simons Town 
among the wounded and sick Boer pri- 
soners. In the course of her unselfish 
work she contracted enteric, and died 
quietly one night without warning. Her 
record is one of noble and selfless endca- 
vour, and she merits a place among the 
heroines of the Dark Continent almost in 
the rank of such women as Mary. Slessor.

Following the lines of ‘ts 
predecessor, it consists of a large number 
of essays on various aspects of education, 
mainly within the Empire. Foreign 
countries are represented by essays deal- 
ing with education in France, Russia, 
Japan, Holland, Switzerland, Denmark 
and Hungary, and there is an important 
essay on the universities, of the United 
States, A considerable space is devoted 
to the many aspects of technical educa- 
tion—a topic which is highly appro- 
priate at the present time—but this does 
not prevent the inclusion of such valuable 
sections as those on religious education, 
school architecture, the education of the 
African native, and modern scientific aids 
to teaching. 

In addition to the usual features on 
Ireland, there is a very fine essay by Pro- 
fessor L, O’Briain, of Galway, on the 
Irish language revival, After treating the 
question historically he expounds the 
ideals of the present-day revivalists in 
terms which are bound to command atten- 
tion from all. There are some other essays 
in this volume which may. be read with 
much interest by Irishmen. In particular, 
those dealing with the portions of the 
Empire where the language problem 1s 
acute will be found stimulating.

That the work is up-to-date may be 
gauged from the fact that a section 1s 
devoted to the king cheetah, which has 
heen known to science only within the last 
few years. 
and it is pleasing to find the would-be 
sportsman adjured to hold his hand and 
to kill only what is absolutely uired.

$& “TTHE Dalhousie-Phayre Correspond- 

ence’’ was first conceived as a 
thesis for the University of London, and 
its author received a degree as Doctor of 
Literature of that university in recogni- 
tion of its merits. With the exercise of a 
little patience one discovers that the large 
collection of letters forms an interesting 
guide to the Burma of the middle of the 
nineteenth century—that is, immediately 
after the second Burmese War. It shows 
Burma and her struggles, and the British 
domination, with its powerful and far- 
reaching tentacles. Also it reveals the 
characters of the three chief figures in 
British-Burmese. official history: the 
Viceroy, Lord Dalhousie, Major Phayre— 
as First Commissioner of Pegu, and 
Governor-General’s Agent in negotiations 
at the Burmese Court—as well as Mr. 
‘Thomas Spears, British Correspondent at 
the Court of King Mindon of Burma. 

The letters that passed between Dal- 
housie and Phayre were of a semi-official 
nature. Whenever Lord Dalhousie com- 
municated officially with Major Phayre, he 
also wrote him privately on the same 
matter. Lord Dalhousie contributes eighty 
letters to this collection; Phayre ninety- 
seven; Spears’s lIctters to Phayre num- 
bered seventy-nine. Sir Arthur Phayre— 
as he ultimately was—presents an in- 
teresting contrast to Dalhousie. Dalhousie 
dealt, it would seem, with these distant 
Burmese matters in a large way—firmly, 
and with the idea ever present in his mind 
that whatever trouble there was on the 
banks of the Irrawaddy, the banks of 
the Thames should not grow clamorous 
over it. Phayre, on the other hand, 
lived im the midst of the difficulties. 
His was the task of straightening 
them out. He had a single-minded, 
absorbing devotion to the Empire that he 
represented—in whose justice and fair 
government he implicitly believed. At 
the same time, he was the friend and 
adviser of the people among whom he 
lived. He knew Burmese as well almost 
as a native; he adhered to the Burmese 
customs even to the unusual point of ad- 
dressing a Burmese priest in the 
customary respectful way. In troubled 
times he was unguarded: even when he 
went into the country his only escorts 
were the men who took charge of the 
elephants some miles off. He won the 
esteem of those about him. He was, in 
short, the type of man without whom the 
British Empire could never have become 
what she is. 

The following passage from Lord 
Dalhousie to Phayre reveals the policy of 
the Viceroy :'— 

“ Nothing will prevent the Burmese 
making war against us, except the con- 
sciousness of their inability to do so; for, 
not obtaining a pretext in the refusal of 
their request, they will speedily find 
another pretext. If, on the other hand, 
they do not feel themselves able to make 
war, the refusal of the request will not 
be followed by war. Wherefore I hold 
that war or peace is a question which 
stands quite independent of the request ; 
for, if they are disposed for war, they will 
make it, even though the request be con. 
ceded; and, if they are not prepared for 
war, they cannot make it, even though the 
request be refused,”’

ITH such a comprehensive guide as 
this is, the average English citizen 
can have no excuse for failure to under- 
stand the system of local government for 
which he is responsible, and both the au- 
thor and the Home University Library 
may be congratulated on making it avail- 
able. When the extent and the potentiali- 
ties of the services for which local au- 
thorities are responsible to-day are 
realised, the power of the citizen will be 
extended tenfold; but it has yet to be 
realised in England, as in Ireland, that 
in local areas, at any rate, the voter is 
supreme if he will Lut exert himself. In 
his eleven chapters, covering about 250 
pages, Mr. Maud, who is a Fellow of 
University College, Oxford, and a member 
of the Oxford City Council, explains in 
the most lucid manner the history, de- 
velopment, powers and functions of 
English local authorities, so that his boox« 
is really the best introductory volume to 
the subject that has yet been published. 
It can be recommended most heartily and 
confidently to everyone who desires to 
become a conscious and intelligent voter. 
Perhaps, the worst part of the little book 
is the opening, in which Mr. Maud’s 
imaginary island estate does more to cloud 
than to clear the way for the unitiated.

R SRACENCES of childhood are 

usually interesting, if only because 
of their unexpectedness. Important 
happenings disappear easily from a child’s 
mind, and surprisingly trivial things re- 
main through the years. In this charm- 
ing volume thirty well-known people have 
been persuaded to delve into the past, and 
all sorts of things have been turned up in 
the process—memories of injustices, of 
pictures upon a wall, of nightmares and of 
social blunders, of fear of hell, and of 
startled realisation of the severity of God, 
as portrayed by well-meaning elders. Not 
all of these recollections ring quite truly. 
Some of them seem to have been inspired 
by the desire to produce an artistic and 
cynical bit of prose, rather than to describe 
conscientiously some memory of long ago. 
Here are the reminiscences of Mr. C. 
Cochrane and Edward Sackville West, of 
Lady Longford and Lord Clonmore, of 
Lady Antrim and Rose Macaulay, and 
many others. Most of the anecdotes are 
unmistakably authentic, and will make 
the reader exclaim delightedly, ‘‘ That is 
just what I used to think; I, too, stood 
and watched the telegraph wires for one 
glimpse of a rushing orange envelope.”’ 
“ Little Innocents’’ is an unusual and 
altogether charming anthology. 


THE FROZEN SOUTH. 
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The Conquest of the South Pole. By J. Gordon 
Hayes. London: Thornton Butt ~ 18/. net. 
R. GORDON HAYES is well known 
already as a writer on Polar sub- 
jects, and few were better qualified to 
attempt such a book as this is. ‘‘ The 
Conquest of the South Pole ” is the com- 
plete record of all the expeditions to the 
South Pole during the years 1906 to 1931. 
Although the book is compiled, to a con- 
siderable extent, from the works and 
papers of other explorers, the author has 
had access to a large number of diaries and 
letters hitherto unpublished, and has 
gathered much material from personal 
acquaintance with many of the explorers 
themselves. The book itself is a very fine 
piece of work. It is condensed without 
being cramped, and the author has avoided 
most successfully the pot pourri effect of a 
quantity of different statements and writ- 
ings on the same subject, when put 
together in one book. The geographical 
work accomplished is fully described, and 
a chapter on the scientific work of the 
various expeditions is contributed by Mr. 
Theodore Savory. There is plenty of fine 
vigorous writing, and full justice is done 
to the stirring deeds and heroic incidents 
with which the history of Arctic explora- 
tion abounds. A word must be said for 
the illustrations, which are admirable.

Bacteriological Content of Dublin Pasteurised 
Milk. By Gerald Dockeray, M.D., and Barbara 
Scott. From the Department of Bacteriology and 
Preventive Medicine, Trinity College, Dublin. 


S the result of a series of investiga- 
tions into the bacteriological content 

of Dublin’s milk supply, the authors of 
this paper find that a grave state of affairs 
exists: Often the milk sold contains an 
enormous number of bacteria, greatly in 
excess of the content legally allowed in 
graded and pasteurised milks in other 
countries. They point out that the Free 
State is far behind Great Britain, the 


United States of America, and many other 
countries in respect to laws requiring a 
definite standard of purity in the milk 
supply. They show that very beneficent 
results have been obtained elsewhere from 
a stringent enforcement of these laws— 


notably in America, where bovine tuber- , 


culosis in human beings has almost been 
stamped out by these means. As the Free 
State allocates large sums of money for the 
supplying of milk to school children, she 
ought to insist on a safe and pure quality. 
Means as to the best way of securing these 
benefits are suggested. The tables of 
bacteriological content and the figures 
quoted are a grave indictment of the 
dairies and health laws of the Free State. 
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AFRICAN TREASURES. 
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African Treasures. By William P. Taylor.

HE early days of the diamond and gold 
rushes in South Africa, and all the 
vivid life, vigour and romance of those 
times, are portrayed in Mr. Taylor’s book, 
which has the merit and authenticity of 
an excellent history, combined with the 
thrills and interest of a well-written novel. 
He himself took part in almost all the 
events of which he writes, and his 
activities as diamond miner, gold pros- 
pector and gem broker brought him into 
intimate contact with virtually all the 
great names bound up in that glittering 
woof of gold, diamonds and war. Mr. 
Taylor has not confined himself to 
reminiscences and past history, His 
experience and long, arduous training In 
the country have qualified him to deal 
competently with the many problems that 
beset the South African of to-day, His 
views on these problems, especially the 
native question and all that goes with 
that thorny theme, are deeply considered 
and profoundly interesting. Many who 
read this book for its tales of adventure 
will be beguiled into a study of South 
African politics.

‘PSs scope and methods of modern 
; anthropology are well demonstrated 
in this series of lectures, eleven in 
number, The Frazer Lectureship in Social 
Anthropology was established in 1921 in 
honour of Sir J. G, Frazer. Lectures are 
delivered annually at the Universities of 
Oxford, Cambridge, Glasgow and Liver- 
pool, in rotation, and the speakers are al! 
men distinguished in anthropology. Every 
lecture is entirely independent, and, as 
the authors are laid under no restrictions 
either in the choice of subjects or the 
preparation of their addresses, a wide and 
varied field is authoritatively covered. 

The inaugural lecture was delivered by 
the late E. Sidney Hartland, and is on 
the evolution of kinship. The matter is 
derived from Africa, and is wholly con- 
cerned with the social org: isation of 
some of the Bantu tribes and the way in 
which it has evolved as the result of their 
history. The influence of immigrants in 
the Uganda Protectorate forms the theme 
of the address by Canon John Roscoe, who 
deals with the three distinct races which 
have colonised the country at various 
times, and have left definite traces. ‘‘ The 
Age of the Gods,’’ by W. J. Perry, dis- 
cusses the traditions of the less civilised 
peoples who usually ascribe the beginnings 
of their cultures to gods or divinely 
descended heroes. He shows that native 
traditions throughout the world record the 
coming of such wonderful strangers, who 
bear with them the gifts of knowledge. 
Eventually he comes to the conclusion 
that these bringers of knowledge or 
Children of the Sun are derived from one 
primordial stock. This is one of the most 
absorbing of the lectures, and leads to a 
fascinating domain of speculation. Among 
‘the. other great names are those of Sir 
Arthur Keith, who writes on the Aryan 
question ; Sir Arthur Evans, who considers 
the earlier religion of Greece in the light 
of the discoveries made at Cnossus and 
elsewhere in Crete; Edward Westermarck, 
Brenislav Malinovski, and Messrs. 
Alexandre Moret and Paul Rivet, who 
write in Frencli. 


A YACHTSMAN’S LOG. 
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Loch. By $. Heckstall Smith.

IN his pleasant book Colonel Heckstall 

Smith gives us the memories and re- 
collections acquired during many years’ 
sailing off the British coasts, His savoury 
sea-pie of reminiscences is served in the 
form of two imaginary cruises off the 
coasts of Scotland—one from the Clyde 
and its lochs, around Bute, Arran and 
the Mull of Cantyre to Oban, and the 
other from Oban to Mull, Skye, north- 
ward to Loch Ewe, and back again to 
Dartmouth. The Colonel is a rare ship- 
mate, and his tales never flag. He is a 
historian and an antiquary of no small 
knowledge, and has read much of the 
lore and legends of these wild coasts. The 
charm of his narrative is that it deals 
with a cruising ground well within the 
scope of the ordinary yachtsman. ‘The 
vessel in which the cruises took place was 
a commodious old forty-tonner. Such a 
craft ought not to be beyond the reach 
of many yachtsmen even in these times, 
and such a cruise as the author describes 
would cost little more—perhaps, indeed, 
less—than a long summer holiday. The 
abe gee will tempt all who are beguiled 
y Colonel MHeckstall Smith’s little 
Odyssey of the Western Isles.

UNUSUAL BANKRUPTCY 
CASE, 

In the Bankruptcy Court yesterday, be- 
fore Mr. Justice Johnston, in the matter of 
the estate of Henry and Margaret Murphy, 
Dublin, 

Mr. M. Comyn, K.C., with whom was 

. Frank Monk (instructed by Mr. T. J. 
Batty), on behalf of Mr. John Carroll, who 
had been appointed by the Chief Justice 
receiver over the estate, applied by direction 
of the Chief Justice for an order transferring 
two sums of £500 each into the Court of 
the Chief Justice, one £500 to be transferred 
to the credit of Margaret Murphy, and the 
other £500 to the credit of Henry- Murphy, 
the purpose being to meet the expenses of 
litigation and medical fees in the case. 

In December, 1924, Bridget Murphy, a 
sister of the parties mentioned, was, adjudi- 
cated a bankrupt for a debt of a few pounds 
in respect of repairs done to their house in 
the vicinity of the North Strand. Bridget 
and her brother were committed to Mountjoy 
prison for unsatisfactory answering before 
the Judge, but after a few days’ imprison. 
ment they sent word to the Court that they 
would make a disclosure. The result was 
that an officer of the Court found a sum 
of over £11,000 in a hole in the wall of 
their house. Of that sum £10,858 remained 
in Court after the debt and costs were paid. 
Since. then interest had raised the sum to 
£12,666, Bridget Murphy died intestate in 
February, 1932, and the estate was now under 
the jurisdiction of the Chief Justice, because 
there was some evidence of mental weakness 
in the two survivors, 

Counsel said that, although Henry Murphy 
and his sister had an income of between 
£600 and £700 a year, they lived in a house 
which, virtually, had no furniture.

OUESTION OF A BLIND 
MAN'S WILL.

MR, JUSTICE HANNA.) 
Jud al sal iven in a case relating to 


the will of a blind man, dictated to and 
transcribed by a labourer and signed with the 
blind man's mark, The case had come before 
the Court on the application of Patrick 
Dowling, of Riverstown, Monasterevan, Co. 
Kildare, for a ee of probate. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that the net gues- 
tion for the Court was whether, in granting 
liberty to the residuary devisee to apply for 
probate, the Court should include in the pro- 
bate as part of the will a residuary devise of 
lands contamed in the middle of the attesta- 
tion clause, and not in the substantive part 
of the will. ‘‘ It is a general principle,” he 
continued, “that an attestation clause is not 
part of a will, and there is an authority that 
expressions of opinion or interpretation con- 
te ned in the attestation clause should be ex- 
cluded from the probate grant. Under Section 9 
of the Wills Act no form of attestation 
clause is necessary, but usually the document 
contains one more or Jess completely covering 
the statutory requirements of signature and 
attestation. But when it is on the document 
and is confined to attestation and signature, 
it is no part of the will. It is regarded 
merely as some evidence as to how far the 
requirements of the Wills Act have been 
complied with. Neither would it be part of 
the will if it contained, as part of its gram- 
matical construction, pone opinions or ex- 
planations of the will, and such would be 
rejected as of no testamentary effect.”’ 


A CORRECTION. 


Having referred to a ea by Sic James 
Harmen in re Atkinson} Mr. Justice Hanna 
proceeded : “ In this case, on the appearance 
and grammar of the lines containing the 
residuary devise, as well as on the extrinsic 
evidence, 1t 1s clear that the words of the 
devise are no part of the attestation clause 
as such, nor do they fall into the category of 
explanations, opinions or interpretations 
foreign to the testamentary effect of the docu- 
ment. They are merely an independent inter- 
polation to correct an omission in the will,

“I further say that, prior to the said 
will being written, the said testator told 
the said James Mooney and myself in the 
worse of testator’s wife and of his 
rrother, Patrick, that he was leaving his 
house and lands to his said brother, 
Patrick, after his wife’s death. The said 
will was thereupon written ont by James 
Mooney in my presence. He had com- 
menced to write the attestation clause 
when he discovered that the residuary 
bequest to Patrick Dowling had not been 
included. He thereupon wrote in the 
bequest to Patrick Dowling and completed 
writing the attestation clause as the said 
bequest and. attestation clause now 
appear on the said will. The said will 
was thereupon subscribed and attested 
as CC Air “sn described.' 

“Where necessary, continued Mr. Justice 
Hanna, ‘‘the Court can have regard to ex- 
trinsic evidence to determine whether or not 
any part of the document has testamentary 
effect. It is clear what happened to cause 
the interpolation. The blind man made his 
mark at the foot or end of the document 
after the whole document had been read over 
to him, and, therefore, by operation of 
Section 9 of the Wills Act, made effective 
by due execution all testamentary words 
which preceded his signature. Accordingly, 
Í am of opinion that the grant should issue 
containing the words of the residuary devise 
interpolated in the attestation clause. The 
will is otherwise properly executed. The 
applicant will have his costs.”

GETTING THE MONEY.

Referring to the so-called Secret Agree- 
ment, Mr. Cosgrave said that he had 
undertaken to carry out all the obliga- 
tions of his predecessor, General Collins, 
than whom, he ventured to say, there 
never was a greater patriot, soldier or 
statesman. They were accused of keep- 
ing this agreement from the people, but 
he would remind them that no Govern- 
ment could spend a single penny of the 
people’s money without the sanction of 
the Parliament. 

In this connection, the entire matter 
was moved and explained to Parliament, 
and was inscribed on the Statutes of this 
State very clearly and distinctly. The 
principal reason that Fianna Fail were 
not aware of that was, that at the time 
its members were either “ on the run ” or 
in gaol, and they were not in the Parlia- 
ment of the people, If Fianna Fail had 
been as anxious eleven years ago to come 
into the Parliament and form the Execu- 
tive of this State, to take part in the 
building up of its various Sopa tihalint 
and take responsibility for its acts of 
administration, we would not have- par- 
tition to-day, because a united South 
accepting that Treaty of accommodation 
and agreement would have been an attrac- 
tion too serious and too great for the North 
of Ireland to remain out.

THE ROAD TO RUIN, 


Mr. Patrick Hogan, former Minister 
for Agriculture, said thatten months ago, 
there was no. doubt about it, the people 
had been fooled. He pointed out how a 
Government could easily incur unpopu- 
larity unless it was prepared to dish out 
money, and the electors should remember 
that money so dished out had to come out 
of the people’s pockets. The election 
slogan last time had been, ' Give Fianna 
Fail a Chance.’’ They got elected on the 
assumption that they could not be worse 
than their predecessors, Sut since this 
time last year a good many people had 
come to realise that they could be a great 
deal worse off. 

There was not a single man, whether 
shopkeeper, farmer or labourer, that was 
not poorer to-day than -he was twelve 
months ago, and, if the same Government 
were returned to power again, there was 
only one possible end to it, and that was 
bankruptcy first for the farmers and after 
that for every other business in the 
country, because every other business was 
dependent on the farmers. 


TARIFFS AND PRICES. 


Critacising the Government's . tariff 
policy, he said that he had personally 
incurred a good deal of unpopularity by 
refusing to put tariffs.on certain imports, 
but he had refused to fool the farmers 
by pretending that he could get easy 
money for them by stopping the imports. 
This was the one policy which Manna Fail 
had carried out, and as a result of at there 
had been such a fall in prices, not alone 
to a level never touched im the memory of 
anybody listening to him, but in the 
memory of their grandfathers. 

“You might not know it,” said Mr, 
Hogan, “ but you are really at war with 
England. They have put forty per cent. 
tarifis on our goods, but France had 
ninety per cent,, and Germany eighty per 
cent. tariffs against us, and they are our 
allies.”’ 

There was no doubting what would be 
the answer of the electorate, concluded 
Mr. Hogan if the Fianna Fail Government 
came before them on the merits, alone of 
their ten months’ administration, without 
concealing the real issue behind the smoke 
screen of a quarrel with England.

MR. MCGILLIGAN AT 
BALBRIGGAN. 
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FROM OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
DROGHEDA, Friday. 


Mr. P. McGilligan addressed a very large 
meeting in Balbriggan last night, at which 
people from towns ive and seven miles away 
attended. The meeting was very orderly. 

Mr. McGilligan said that in the past 
eleven months there had been a decrease in 
the export trade of this country of nine 
million pounds. That nine millions used to 
come into this country in English money, 
and used to circulate through the State. 
But it does not come in now, and one hears 
cries of “We have beef for fourpence and 
fivepence a pound.’’ But, asked Mr. McGil- 
ligan, how many farmers were going to re- 
stock their Jand, and produce beef in the 
coming year, if they are only to get that 
price for it? This nine million pounds, 
which used to be spent in buying goods, was 
no longer there for the spending, and if the 
figure were to increase during the comin 
months to 14 or 15 millions what woul 
happen to the farmers who used to buy their 
boots and clothes and food in Balbriggan 
and the other towns! 

Another test of Mr. de Valera’s Adminis- 
tration, continued Mr. McGilligan, was that 
the sum advaneed to customers for their use 
by the banks during the past year was 
four million pounds Teed than usual, which 
means that there is four million pounds 
lying idle in the banks, instead of being 
taken ont-to buy goods.

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DEVELOPMENT OF 
AVIATION. 


LECTURE BY THE MASTER 
OF SEMPILL. 


Many members of the Free State Centre of 
the Institute of the Motor Trade and others 
interested in the development of aviation in 
conjunction with road services were present 
in the Physics Theatre, National University, 
Dublin, last night, to hear a lecture by 
Colonel the Master of Sempill on '“' Co- 
operation Between Aviation and the Motor 
Trade.” 

The lecturer was introducéd by Mr. J. J. 
Reddy, who referred to the prominence of 
the Master of Sempill as an airman who had 
considerable experience in the experimental 
and practical progress of aviation during the 
past ten years. 

Having given comparative figures showing the 
growth of air traffic on Imperial Airways, 
the Master of Sempill said that in 1919, when 
civil aviation was inaugurated, only 45,000 
miles of regular airways existed in the world, 
and the aircraft covered a total distance of 
just over 1,000,000 miles. In 1951 over 
185.000 miles of air routes existed, and the 
aircraft flew a distance of about 853,500,000 
miles. 

He thought that within the next few years 
the development of the use of light aeroplanes 
for business and pleasure would make it 
necessary for garages all over the country to 
keep themselves abreast of the times by 
having facilities for the service of airevalt. 

A number of slides were then shown, in 

order to enable the lecturer to illustrate the 
development of motor. car and aeroplane con- 
straction since the flight of Wilbur Wright 
in 1904. 
The Master of Sempill told his hearers that 
already one firm in England had commenced 
the development of air transport with road 
services. This company has been running 
motor coaches for some years,. but it his now 
acquired an aerodrome near London, and 
was building up a fleet of light aircraft to 
co-operate with the road services. 

Facilities necessary at an aerodrome were 
outlined by the lecturer and illustrated by 
means of slides. He also showed that the 
annual expenditure for a light aeroplane is 
no dearer than the upkeep of a 20 horse-power 
cár. In both cases the running cost 1s 4id. 
per mile, said the Master of Sempill. 

A film taken by Colonel the Master of 
Sempill on a flight to South America in the 
Graf Zeppelin was also shown, and, in con- 
clusion, the lecturer thanked the Free State 
Centre of the Institute of the Motor Trade 
for giving him the opportunity of telling them 
something of how aviation and motor services 
could benefit each other. 

A vote of thanks to the lecturer was pro- 
posed by Mr. F. M. Summerfield and sup- 
ported by Mr. 8. T. Robinson. i

RATE.

SOME OF ITS. CAUSES. 


Mr. James Meenan read a paper on ‘‘ Some 
Causes and Consequences of the Low Irish 
Marriage Rate,"’ at a meeting of the Statis- 
tical and Social Inquiry Society of Ireland, 
held last might in Dublin. 

The Free State marriage rate, he said, had 
remained, despite minor fluctuations, upon a 
very low New, since universal] registration of 
marriage was made compulsory in 1864. . It 
was, therefore, necessary, not only to con- 


| sider the chief causes of the more important 


fluctuations, but to determine what influences 
operate in the Free State to depress the 
merriage rate. 

Taking the chief fluctuations, it would be 
found that there was a prolonged decline in 
the marriage rate over the period 1873-94, 
foliowed by a recovery which was sustained 
until about 1920. Since then the rate had 
again declineil.; The principal] causes of, such 
changes in the rate, he considered, were the 
state of agricultural] prices, conditions of latd 
tenure, etc. 

He questioned whether the low marriage 
rate was a result of emigration, as it was 
sometimes said to be. The real demographie 
problem in this country was not emigration, 
bat those other torces in the national 
economy which tended to depress. the 
marriage rate. 

Certain aspects of Irish life, such as the 
late age of entrance into gainful occupations, 
the lack of female employment, and the low 
mortality among the older age groups, tended 
to account for the growing proportion of un- 
married people in the population and the 
postponement of marriage to an age which 
was steadily growing later. .He also thought 
that the effect of the operation of the Land 
Purchase Acts, by stereotyping the number 
of holdings, had heen to prevent the expan 
sion of the rural population. 

Finally, he drew attention to the conse- 
quences of a further fall in the marriage rate 
at the same time as the birth-rate continued 
to decline. The logical end to this process, 
he said, would be an excess of deaths over 
births.

called, when it was quite obvious, from a 
casual inspection of the morning array on | 
city door-steps, that they contained large 
quantities of material which could not be 
classified as dust. The other morning, 
however, when half a gale was blowing, I 
happened to pasgto the windward of one 
of the vehicles which collect the contents 
of dust-bins, and [ am no longer doubtful 
as to the pertinence of the description. 
Nevertheless, most English and all Irish 
towns are far behind coritinental methods 
in the treatment of this problem. In the 
first place, much of the material put in 
bins by Dublin householders would not 
be accepted. No combustible substance, 
such as paper, bone, cardboard, etc., 
would be taken: all such articles must be 
consumed in the household range or stove. 
Secondly, each house must be equipped 
with two bins capable of being bolted 
when full, so that no portion of the con- 
tents may be blown about the streets. 
The cleansing authorities take away a full 
bin every morning and lease an empty one 
by means of a ‘‘cage’’ motor lorry 
specially built for the purpose. Needless 
to say, these arrangements make for 
economy and cleanliness; there is much 
less refuse to be dealt with, the bins 
sm no opportunities to canine and 
iuman scavengers, and, since they are not 
opened in the street, their 
causes no offence to passers-by. 


The Stoat. 


A cat was seen the other day, according 
to a description given by an eye witness, 
in full flight across the road with a stoat 
perched on its back, and was soon after 
discovered dead. It is rare for anyone 
living in the country to see a stoat, unless 
it 18 surprised in attacking a foe or in pur- 
suit of prey. It dwells in thickets and | 
stony places, but it sometimes descends 
upon the poultry yard at night and works 
terrible havoc there. The stoat, or ermine 
as it is called when in its winter coat, is 
nearly related to the weasel, the polecat 
and the ferret, and is chiefly valued for 
its fur. Several hundred thousands of 
these fur skins come from Siberia every 
year, but North America also supplies 
Jarge quantities. The fur of the little 
animal turns quite white in the depth of 
winter, save for the tip of the tail, which 
remains black.

| purpose as it moves among the snows 
in quest of game or food. ‘The fur of the 
ermine was once so highly prized that its 
use was restricted to persons oí royal 
blood, but it is now extensively used in 
muffs, gloves and tippets and in the trim- 
ming of State robes worn by the highest 
officials, the number and arrangement of 
the black points of the tails possessing 
quite a distinctive meaning.

An Irish Referee. 


Mr. Tom Bell, who has been selected to 
referee the International Rugby match 
between England and Wales at Twicken- 
ham to-day, is one of the most popular 
Rugby enthusiasts’ in. Ireland. In his 
student days at’ High School, Harcourt 
street, he was as well known among the 
rising generation of Rugby footballers as 
he is to-day among the senior clubs of 
the country. His knowledge of the Rugby 
code has placed him at the top among 
Rugby referees, and, sahaiiialeading this, 
he is: just as keen and as willing to-day to 
referee junior schools’ matches as he ws 
when he first took the whistle in his hands.

A Distinguished Airman. 


Dublin welcomes a distinguished visitor 
in Colonel the Master of Sempill, the well- 
known airman, who has contributed so 
much to the sporting and commercial 
development of aviation since the con- 
clusion of the Great War. The son and 
heir of Baron Sempill, a Scottish peer, 
whose title goes back to 1489, he is linked 
to this country by his wife, a daughter 9 
the famous Irish artist, Sir John Lavery. 
Born in 1893, and educated at Eton, the 
Master of Sempill joined the Royal Air 
Force at the outbreak of hostilities ix 
August, 1914, and served with such dis- 
tinction that when the War was concluded 
he had risen to the rank of colonel in that 
arm. Such was his technical skill and 
knowledge that upon his retirement from 
the forée im 1919, he was appointed repre- 
sentative of the Air Ministry on the Ad- 
visory Committee for Aeronautics, now 
known as the Aeronautical Research Com- 
mittee. His fame as an aviation expert 
soon became international, and in 1921 he 
headed a mission of thirty members which 
went to Japan to organise, equip and train 
the Imperial Japanese Naval Air Service. 
Five years later, at the request of the 
Greek Government, he visited Greece to 
advise on the reorganisation of the Naval 
Air Service of that country. Within the 
last ten years he has lectured on two 
occasions before the German Aeronautical 
Society at Berlin, and has been the 
recipient of many foreign Orders and 
decorations. His interests are shared by 
his wife, the Hon. Mrs. Mary Sempill, 
who, a year or two ago, was Chairman oft 
the Aviation Group of the Forum Club.

repairs to the back wall of the Rubrics 
building have now been completed. and there 
is every hope that the ‘‘Rubrics’ are good 
for another hundred years of useful work.

The “ Rubrics,” it may “be in- 
teresting to recall, have a haunted house, in 
the shape of ' No. 25, where a former 
Junior Dean was mortally wounded by shots 
fired by rioting students. It is hardly 
necessary to say that the “incident” occurred 
in the wild duelling days of the eighteenth 
century. 

The Rockefeller Trustees have founded 
three Research Fellowships in medical subjects 
cás, | recent years. One of the holders of 
these Fellowships in Bacteriology is Dr. Cecil 
Dockeray, whose report on the milk supply 
ef Dublin has just n published. His in- 
vestigations have produced some startling 
results, and will, it 1s hoped, lead to remedial 
legislation. They stress the value and 
necessity for scientific work in the universities 
on the practical problems of the nation. 

Two Trinity men were called to the Bar 
this week. They are Mr. Garrett Gill, B.A.., 
LL.B., and Mr. Max Ellis, B.A., LL.B. Mr. 
Gill was a prominent figure in the College 
Historical Society, being Record Secretary 
and Silver Medallist in Oratury. He was also 
one of the two delegates chosen for the 
recent debating tour in the U.S.A. 

Mr. Gill’s colleague in the debating tour, 
Mr. J. J. Auchmuty (Sch.) (Mod.), B.A., 
arrived back in College last Saturday for a 
flying visit before departing for Ripon Hall, 
Oxford, where he will study Divinity. Mr. 
Auchmuty had a distinguished career in 
College, being Auditor of the Historical 
Society and of the League of Nations Society, 
and Chairman of the Student Christian Move- 
ment.

BELFAST, Friday. - 
ó dae offer made by Mr. Cosgrave to the 
Free State farmers—that, if elected, 
his Government will not collect any land 
annuities until the end of 1934, and that 
afterwards only half the present annuities 
will be collected—has created considerable 
interest among Northern farmers, who 
would be delighted if such an offer were 
made to them. Quite unwittingly Mr. 
-Cosgrave’s ofier has strengthened the 
wing demand in the North that the 
and annuities should be reduced by half. 
The Northern farmers have also asked for 
a moratorium for several years until 
agricultural conditions improve, but the 
Northern Government has declined to 
grant any postponement of payments. 
It has offered farmers temporary loans 
at a reduced rate of three per cent., but 
the majority of the farmers believe that to 
borrow money under present conditions 
would merely aggravate their difficulties. 
The Government also pointed out that the 
farmers had already received considerable 
relief by the de-rating of agricultural land 
@nd buildings, and that it was their inten- 
tion to secure for Northern farmers the 
full advantages of all quota systems in 
Great Britain equally with the British 
farmer. Notwithstanding this, however, 
the North-rn farmers hold that there 
should be some readjustment of the 
finances’ of the land purchase scheme -o 
reduce the annual payments by half, and, 
if necessary, extend the time for payment. 
If any such scheme should materialise 1t 
is to be hoped that those farmers who 
may desire it will be able to buy out their 
land at a faster rate. 


ELECTION PROMISES. 


The Belfast municipal elections, as ex- 
pected, have made little change in the 
party representation in the Corporation. 
In five of the fifteen wards where 
there were contests the Unionists retain 
the seat. In one ward the Unionists gain 
a seat from Labour, and in another the 
official Unionist Joses a seat to a Corpora- 
tion tenants’ candidate, who described 
himself as a “ People’s Unionist.’’

lfast Guardians for relief, which may 
entail an extra 1s. at least upon the rates, 
establishes the need for a strict scrutiny 
over all items of expenditure. Everyone 
will agree that, in a period of trade de- 
pression, the community as a whole 
should not allow any person to starve, 
and should use every effort to provide 
work or maintenance within its capacity. 
The expenditure, however, of some of the 
civic committees is proceeding at such a 
rate that it defies the repeated calls for 
retrenchment. In the elimination of such 
wasteful expenditure the new Corporation 
will find abundant scope for its activity. 


PRESERVATION OF RIGHTS. 


The remarkable criticism of the Northern 
Ireland Electricity Board for their ‘‘ high- 
handed action ’’ in attempting to deal with 
the property and assets of the Lisburn 
Electric Co., Ltd., made by the Lord Chief 
Justice raises a number of important 
questions, which, in the interest of the 
public and owners of property, ought to 
-be given careful consideration. Sitting in 
the King’s Bench Divisicnal Court, the 
Lord Chief Justice, with Mr. Justice 
Brown, quashed an order of the Electricity 


Board all property and assets of the Lis- 
burn Co. The Lord Chief Justice said that 
on December 19th he made an Order post- 
poning any local inquiry into the matter 
until January 31, the Company having sub- 
mitted that it would not be in the interests 
of consumers for the Board to acquire the 
Lisburn undertaking. However, the Elec- 
tricity Board, ‘‘ flushed with the power 
granted to them by Act of Parlament, 
proceeded to make their vesting order, 
absolutely ignoring the Order of the 
Court.’’ It was regrettable, the judge said, 
that ‘‘ men of such eminence ' should 
ignore a Court Order, and he also referred 
critically to the Bann Drainage conditions, 
and spoke of persons having power '“ to 
walk into the property of other people— 
their own will being their only guide.”’ 
There is far too great a tendency in much 
recent leglislation to vest excessive powers 
in officials and to ignore individual rights. 
No matter how important a scheme may 
be in the public interest, politicians should 
take care that individuals whose rights ‘are 
involved, retain legal remedies with fair 
and impartial] decisions. It is refreshing 
to read the dictum of the Lord Chief 
Justice :—' The King’s Law is meant to 
avoid injustice to the King’s subjects.” 
Politicians and officials in a hurry should 
remember it. 


UNEMPLOYMENT _SPENDING. 


Belfast is getting thoroughly roused to 
the seriousness of the unemployed 
problem. There are over 72, un- 
employed in the North, and fully 40,000 of 
these are in Belfast. The Northern 
Government, or the Unemployed Fund, is 
unable to continue providing for this 
number, and when unemployment and 
transitional benefits are exhausted the un- 
employed are turned over as a charge upon 
the ratepayers through the Gyardians and 
the Public Assistance Committees. The 
demand for relief has increased the charge 
upon the Corporation from £20,000 to 
nearly ten times that figure, and when the 
rates are struck in March the ratepayers 
will find a substantial increase awaiting 
them—probably about 1s. 6d. in the £. 
By initiating a campaign for wise spending 
to assist the unemployed the citizens will 
also be helping themselves ; for the charge 
upon the rates will be reduced. The

ROAD FUND RAIDS. 


The Association of County Councils in 
Northern Ireland is perturbed at the 
action of the Northern Government in 
raiding the Road Fund, which is wholly 
subscribed by owners of motor vehicles, and 
which, they claim, was always intended to 
repair and maintain the roads in 
condition. Mr. Winston Churchill, when 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, started the 
fashion of raiding the Road Fund in 
Great Britain to balance his Budget, and 
the Northern Gove t was. not. slow 
to follow this example. It-is a very nice 

int whether the Road: Fund, like other 
orms of taxation, is available for all 
Government expenditure or is definitely 
earmarked for road upkeep. Opinions on 
the point vary both in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. For the year ending 
3ist March, 1932, the Road Fund in 
Northern Ireland amounted to £550,000.

OF 1933.

ALEXANDRA SCHOOL 
VIEWS.

Té Archbishop of Dublin aera the 


prizes at the Alexandra School yester- 

day, while the Headmistress, Miss C. 
M. Bewley, B.A., read her annual report on 
the work of the school. 

The number of candidates entered for the 
Intermediate Certificate last year was, Miss 
Bewley said, as small as usual, the reason 
being that many of the girls did not learn 
Irish. Of the ten girls who entered for the 
examination, four obtained honours and four 
got passes. In the experimental science, the 
first and second places in the grade were 
obtained by students of th; school. 

As regards other examinations, 49 entered 
for the Synod examinations in religious know- 
ledge, and of these six gained first sayre 
five second, 17 third, and 14 passed. In the 
examinations of the Royal College of Music 
eight girls passed in piano and two in violin ; 
and of the 114 who entered for the Royal 
Drawing Society’s examination 56 obtained 
honours and 46 were in the second class. in 
the entrance scholarships to Alexandra 
College, all the open scholarships were won 
by pupils of Alexandra School, . 

Referring to Miss White's resignation as 
Principal of Alexandra College, she said that 
during her long period of administration there 
she had set a standard and given an imspira- 
tion to girls’ schools throughont Ireland. . She 
would stand in the Mistory of the higher 
education of women as one of the pioneers 
whom later educationists would follow. 

She thoroughly agreed, she said, with some 
recent remarks of the Headmaster of Charter- 
house in defence of the modern schoolboy, 
and thought that they applied with almost 
equal force to girls. The schoolgirl of to-day 
was different in her upbringing from the 
girl of fifty years ago—she needed more trust, 
more responsibility, and more comradeship 
from older ple. But she (Miss Bewley) 
was a firm believer in the excellence of the 
material which they had to handle at the 
present day. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, after presenting 
the prizes, said that there were two points 
in connection with the school activities which 
he would like to commend—the prize given 
for self-trained choirs and the school trophy 
resented to the best form in the school. 
Both of these: awards, he said, encouraged 
the team spirit among the pupils. 

One of the problems of the present age, he 
said, was how the individual should stand in 
relation tó society. In primitive nations the 
tribe was almost everything, and . the 
iiidividual did not count for much, 
| Individuality developed in the higher grades 
of society, and generally developed as the 
result of some sort of rebellion against the 
social order. 

The trouble was that this kind of reaction 
led to individual selfishness, and the ouly 
way was to try and lead a middle course, to 
be neither lost in the herd nor yet completely 
celf-engrossed. Self-control was very neces- 
aarv.

In 
the last fifty years nobody has ever learned 
how any voter in Dublin recorded his 
vote,” said Dr. Lorcan Sherlock, Return- 
ing Officer for the city constituencies, in 
an interview with an lrish Times reporter 
yesterday. He discussed the arrangements

(1)—I should like electors to vote as 
early as possible. I find from experience 
that at 9 p.m. a large number of electors 
ure still in the polling booths. At that 
hour the poll must close, and after that 
no paper can be given to an elector. 
. (2)—In some cases my officers are 
delayed in getting through their work by 
persons who have votes in the county or 
who are university electors, trying, because 
their names are on the printed list, to 
vote in Dublin City. In’ most of these 
cases the names are for Local Government 
votes for business premises, or are on by 
mistake as Dail electors in both places. 
They can only vote in one constituency. 
(3)—There are, through error or for 
other reasons—false information, for 
instance—a certain number of names on 
the electors’ lists of persons who are under 
twenty-one years of age. Any person, of 
no matter what age, whose name is on 
the register, who applies for a voting 
paper must get it. But it should be 
definitely understood that any person 
under twenty-one, even if on the register, 
who votes breaks the law, and is liable. 
on prosecution, to penalties laid down by 


statute. 


PERSONATION.,

Party agents were entitled to have sus- 
pected persons sworn and questioned. A 
presiding officer who believed himself that 
a person was attempting personation could 
have him arrested, and no action would lie 
against him or the returning officers.

The revised rates of salaries to be rounded 
to the nearest £1 and the revised rates of 
wages to the nearest 6d. on the operation 
of the reduction. 

‘““The, effect of this decision is 
equivalent, on the average, to a reduction 
of about 6 per cent. on the rates which 
have existed since May 10th, 1931. 
“The foregoing finding of the Wages 
Board provided that the additional reduc- 
tion was to take effect from the commence- 
ment of the first full pay period following 
December 26th, 1932, but, as the staff are 
no doubt aware, the Free State Govern- 
ment agreed, so far as employés whose 
headquarters or dépéts are in the Irish 
Free State are concerned, to. give a grant 
for a limited period, equivalent to the 
amount of the reduction.

GOLD BOUGHT BACK, 


Earlicr in the day some excitement had 
been noticeable on Wall street at the 
announcement that Great Britain had 
bought back from the Federal Reserve 
Bank some of the gold used for the

This announcement was made by the 
Federal Reserve Bank in the simple 
declaration that there had been a decrease 
of 25,101,200 dollars (about £5,000.000 
at par) on account of gold held abroad 
by the Bank. It was understood in Wall 
street that the Federal Reserve Bank had 
refused to amplify its announcement in 
deference to the British authorities. 

Presumably, the transaction represents 
a balance that had not been shipped. 
writes our Financial Correspondent, and 
the ostensible purpose of the re-sale is to 
avoid transportation costs. If so, it is to 
be inferred that this portion of the debt 
payment has been provided by the British 
Government in some other way.. Although 
the gold is reported to have been re-sold 
to the bank, the actual purchase is pro- 
bably for the Exchange Equalisation 
Account, in which case the amount will 
not figure in the weekly return of the 
central institution.

HABITS OF WASPS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srm,—Perhaps, Professor Gatenby will 
excuse my pointing out that the facts: to 
which he draws attention in your issue of 
this morning have absolutely no bearing on 
anything in the letter over my initials that 
you were good enough to print yesterday on 
the subject of my friehds, the wasps. am 
aware of (and, of course, do not wish to 
cast doubts on) the conclusion to which a 
number of entomologists have been drawn by 
experiments as to the.colour-vision (if they 
have any) of different kinds of inSects.. In 
my letter I distinctly refrained-from suggest- 
ing either the existence or the absence of 
such a gift. What I took the trouble to 
point out was that the observed habit of 
wasps, when at large, seem to give no 
countenance to the suggestion that those 
insects have a preference for blue, This 
negative conclusion 1s clearly not affected by 
any discoveries made in the field of colour- 
physiology, to the effect that insects, or cer- 
tain kinds of insects, are colour-blin 

I have, therefore, no hesitation in saying 
that Professor Gatenby’s  kindly-meant 
criticisms, so far, at any rate, as my letter is 
concerned, are irrelevant. 1 will, however, 
claim for the field-naturalist’s point of view, 
which believers in the all-sufficiency of ex- 
perimental research so loftily decry, that, 
while no reasonable student of. nature will 
assume that insects, whether endowed with 
a colour-sense or not, see colours as human 
beings see them, field-study cannot be 
ignored as a means of testing whether, and 
how far, in the course of their outdoor pur- 
suits, insects of different kinds are guided 
by those differences that we see as colours. 
o ap insect these differences may be mere 
shades of darkness or light, or possibly 
differences of smell. If, however, the insect 
is influenced by. Samm the fact is of interest, 
and well worth showing, let the cabinet ex- 
perimenter scoff as he will. 

I will illustrate my meaning by shifting from 
wasps to bees; for the question of a colour- 


} sense im wasps is really of very little import- 


ance -to those insects, and I see no special 
reason for imputing any to them. . Of bees 


species, the common hive-bee, is, when 
collecting pollen or honey, guided to the 
flower of its choice by the colour of that 
flewer, when there is no other difference by 
which it could be guided. 

I have stood for a long time by a bed of 
wall-flowers at which hundreds of bees were 
simultaneously. at work. The . wall-flowers 
were of three colours—brown,- yellow. and 
parti-coloured, in about equal quantity—and, 
of course, being all of one species, differed 
not in the slightest degree from one another 
“except in their colours. The. bees, as a 
crowd, showed no preference whatsoever ; 
‘that is to say, there were quite as many 
working at t ean as at Mas yellow, 

séan equa respectable number 
were ab ‘the "atregie. Yet | eve 
individual bee (for I watched a great, many 
stuck closely to wall-flowers of one colour and 
refused to touch either of the other. two. 
Thera was no sense in the distinction, but 
it was made, and no bee would mix the pollen 
of a brown with that of a yellow or variegated 
wall-flower. It was to me convincing evidence 
that the colour, whether seen or smelt, was a 
deciding factor in every one of these bees’ 
movements. 

I find quite the opposite to prevail in the 
case of our native bumble-bees, which are 
careful enough to stick to one kind of flower 
at a time, but, as long as the kind is right, do 
not care about the colour. I hhve watched 
large numbers of bumble-bees (of five different 
kinds) at a splendid bed of snapdragons (or 
must I say antirrhinums?), among which 
white, yellow, light pink and rich crimson 
were equally commingled; and every bumble- 
bee that watched, whatever its species, 
passed with complete indifference from yellow 
to pink, from white to crimson, or vice verse, 
as if (botanically) perfectly well aware that, 
the snapdragon Caine all the same species, it 
was doing no violence to the bee-tradition of 
keeping to one kind of flower during a 
journey, however unlike the colours, 

The bumble-bee, therefore, acts on many 
occasions as if it had no colour-vision, which 
does not, of course, prove that 1, has none. 
The hive-bee, in similar conditions, acts as 
if it had, though there is no proof that the 

reeption is through the eyes. When one 

ind of bee differs so greatly from another, it 
is clear that experiments. on the vision of 
butterflies, however close, can do little to 
answer the question—how does a wasp stalk 
a blue-bottle? Still I think I may maintain 
it is not helped by an admiration for blue.—

NAZI PROVOCATION 
TO “REDS.” 


BERLIN FEARS BATTLE 
TO-MORROW. 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
w BERLIN, Friday. 


There is every prospect of an affray 
in Berlin on Sunday, a Communist deputy 
told Reuter’s Correspondent, to-day. 

The. feeling among the million Com- 
munist workers in Berlin at the proposed 
Nazi demonstration on the Buelow square, 
in front of the headquarters of the Com- 
munist Party, is so great, he affirmed, 
that thousands of enraged workers, de- 
spite police prohibition of a Communist 
counter-demonstration, are determined to 
make their way to the Buelow square and 
demonstrate against what they regard as 
deliberate and wanton provocation on the 
part of the Nazis. ; 

The Nazi storm-troops who assemble in 
the square will march to the cemetery 
near-by to attend the unveiling by Hitler 
of a memorial to Horst Wessel, a Nazi, 
who was shot some years ago. He has 
become a ndary hero, in whose memory 
a Nazi ' National Anthem ” is sung. 

The fate of the Reichstag, and of the 
‘von Schleicher Government, is to hang in 
the balance for another eleven days. The 
decision of the Council of Elders to con- 
voke Parliament on January 31st shows 
clearly that no party, and least of all the 
Nazi, wants an early general election if it 
can possibly be avoided, so some time is 
to be given to the party leaders to con- 
tinue their negotiations towards a com- 
promise with the von Schleicher Cabinet. 

The Nazi members of the Council to-day 
showed their anxiety not to have war with 
General yon Schleicher by su ng that 
his, declaration of policy to the Reichstag 
should be made when the Budget is sub- 
mitted. -This would ‘be tantamount to a 
postponement until March or April. 
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be carried out. 


E Road Transport Federation of the 
Free State, at a meeting in Dublin last 
night, decided to extend the activities 
of the organisation in view of what were 
deseribed ag threats to the interests of 


members, 

_ The Chairman of the meeting, Mr. G. M. 
Jessop (Leix) said that the Council of the 
Federation had.decided that their best eourse 
was to give consideration to every transport 
interest, including the railways, and to en- 
deavour to evolve a policy which would, in 
itself, be a solution of the whole transpert 
probiem, 

Continuing, he said that as a result of the 

condition of the railways, the motor transport 
industry, which had grown rapidly in the past 
few years, was threatened with interference, 
if not legislation, directed to benefit the rail- 
ways at the expense of road transport, 
_ The Federation, although only a short time 
in existence, represented the Saorstát road 
transport industry. The Council of the 
Federation felt it their first duty—as a line 
of action most likely to help and secure their 
interests—was to adopt a broad outlook on 
the transport problem as a whole, and not 
merely to confine their activities to resistance 
‘without consideration of the soundness of 
such resistance, 


THE CORRECT SOLUTION. 


A policy had been evolved which, they 
claimed, represented the correct solution of 
the transport problem, and provided the most 
economical system of transport, or combina- 
tion of trans systems, that could 
Obviously, he said, this is 
the object to be aimed at, in view of the fact 
that a country’s transport system may be 
likened to its public utility services, such as 
water supply, electricity, and soforth, and 
must consequently combine the highest 
efficiency in relation to economy. 

He appealed to those concerhed in the road 
transport industry to stand together. ‘‘ Our 
capital and the livelihood of our employés are 
in Jeopardy,"’ he said. He added that only by 
a united organisation behind a common policy, 
which was thoroughly sound and sensible, 
could they safeguard their interests. 


ATTITUDE OF PARTIES, 


Mr. A. P. Reynolds (Dublin), acting secre- 
tary, read a report which stated that, follow- 
ing a special resolution of the Federation, it 
was decided that a deputation should wait 
on each of the political parties to ascertain 
their attitude towards road transport in find- 
ma solution of the transport problem. 

r. MacDermot was not in town to receive 
the deputation, but the reply from his head- 
quarters was regarded as satisfactory, in that 
16 gave an assurance that the Federation 
would be consulted before any action was 
taken. At the same time, it was regretted that 
Mr, MacDermot did not see his way to sav 
definitely that thé prifhary consideration with 
him would be the provision of the cheapest 
and most economical form of transport for 
the farmers; ‘Those of the Fedetation’s 
members who weré engaged in the transport 
of live-stock were aware that road transport 
was an immeasurably preferable and cheaper 
means of transportation for the farmers than 
any other. | 

The Secretary, continuing, said that Mr. 
Norton replied by sending the Labour mani- 
festo, in which the solution was set out as 
State ownership of all transport services. 

Mr. Lemass leaned towards monopoly as 
the solution, because he believed that it 
would produce greater efficiency and economy. 
That was not tha view of the Kederation: 
they believed it would mean higher rates and 
less efliciancy. They believed, however, and 
it was part of their policy, that a system of 
voluntary amalgamation—which had been 
described as ‘‘ compulsory harmony ’’—must 
be an important feature of the solution of the 
problem. ‘lhey-had received from.Mr. Lémass 
an assurance that every consideration would 
be given to any suggestions made by them, 
and that they would be consulted in regard 
to any transport legislation contemplated. 

Mr. MecGilligan said that he definitely 
believed that the railways. were essential to 
the country, and would have to be saved, but 
that would not necessitate sacrificing road 


transport interests. It might, however, affect 


road transport intérests to some extent, and 
he could not at this stage say to what extent 
it would be unfavourably affected. However, 
he assured the deputation that they would 
be consulted in regard to any legislation pro- 
posed, and that their interests would be a 
primary consideration. 

Thus the deputation had obtained a 
definite assurance from Messrs. Lemass, 
McGilligan, and MacDermot—a definite assur- 
ance that they would be consulted; and this 
in itself was a great step forward, 


THE RAILWAYS. 


In the course of the discussion on the 
report, Mr. R .Stanford (Dublin) said that 
when the present payment to the railways 
ended it must be renewed, or the Govern- 
ment must bring in a bill which would cause 
trouble to those engaged in road transport, 

Mr. J. J. Walsh said that the road trans- 
port industry here had to carry the heaviest 
imposts imposed on industry anywhere in the 
world, 

Mr. E. O'Keeffe said that everything should 
be done to extend the activities of the 
Federation, not only in the interests of the 
members, but of the country. The extension 
of road transport services would mean in- 
creased employment for adult male workers at 
fairly remunerative rates. ; 

He expressed his belief “that Mr: MacEntee 
in his next Budget will remit his last tax on 
petrol.”’ 

The report was adopted

After leaving Eton in 1872, he was nomi- 
nated by Lord Castletown to á sub-lieutenanoy 
in the Militia (Queen’s County Rifles}, and 
in the following year obtained a direct com- 
mission in the Army. In January, 1874, he 
became. a sub-lieutenant in the 2nd Battalion 
of the Coldstream Guards, and in 1879, to 
the critical astonishment of his friends— 
for until then only three Guardsmen 
had gained:-the, “‘P.8.0.”—he sold all 
his hunters but one, joined the Staff 
College, and passed out in 1881. He had 
alréady, in the intervals of outdoor recrea- 
tion, acquired an exceptional knowledge of 
foreign languages. 

After detailing the numerous posts held 
by Sir. Douglas and his varied activities, 
The Times adds—For. many years he- was 
Secretary and Registrar of the Order of the 
Bath, and ‘was. appointed an Extra Equerry 
to the King in 1919. In 1914/15 he served 
in the War Office under the Adjutant-Gene- 
ral, Sir Henry Sclater, and in 1916/19 was 
Inspector of . Vulnerable Points at the 
Horse Guards. From 1903 to. 1920 he 
lived at Medmenham Abbey, which belonged 
to his wife. Unfortunately, having, in his 
own words, “never pro‘essed to be a judge 
of finance or investm2~*s,’’ he foltied the 
Board of the City Equitable, and after the 
failure of that company his health broke 
down. He was'for many years on the Board 
of the National: Bank of Ireland, and was one 
of the initiators of the Leopardstown Race 
Meeting. Dawson was mt a C.M.G. ‘in 
1898, K.C,V.O. in 1907, G.C.V.O. in 1911, 
C.B. in 1918, and K.€.B. in 1925. He also 
held numerous foreign Orders, including the 
lron Crown of Austria. Lady Dawson, who 
was created D.B.E. in 1914, survives him. He 
leaves no issue.

The death is announced at his residence, 
ól Hertford avenue, East Sheen, Surrey, of 
Dr. Edward C. Thompson, D.L., who for 
many years was surgeon of Tyrone County 
Hospital, Omagh. r. Thompson was aged 
eighty-three years. He retired from his 
hospital appointment’ about five years ago, 
and had resided since in England. Educated 
at Omagh Model School and Trinity College, 
Dublin, he qualified as a surgeon in the early 
’seventies of last century. 

After a short service in the Army Dr, 
Thompson succeeded his father as surgeon to 
the Tyrone County Hospital in 1875. It was 
mainly through his influence that th. present 
splendid Ceunty Hospital at Omagh and the 
doctor's residence were erected. In addition 
to his hospital work he carried on an exten-. 
sive private practice, i 

Dr. Thompson íor a time was interested 
in politics, but his activities in that sphere 
were not as happy as they might have been. 
In 1895 he contested Mid-Tyrone as a 
Unionist, but was defeated by the Nationalist 
candidate, Mr. George Murnahan. His 
Nationalist candidature in North Fermanagh 
and South Tyrone was also unsuccessful. 
Finally in 1 he was elected Nationalist 
Member for North Monaghan, Political feeling 
in those. days ran high, and when ” the 
‘Nationalist members of Parliament cheered 
the news ofa British defeat in South Africa, 
Dr. Thompson not only: refused to take 

art in the demonstration, but condemned it. 
His North ‘Monaghan -constituents called upon 
him to resign, but he refused to do so; At 
‘the next eleetion, however, he did not con- 
test the seat. | 

Since his retirement from Parliament, Dr. 
Thompson had taken little part in politics. 
Loca) affairs, However, appealed to him, and, 
as a member of the Omagh Urban Council 
and the Technical Instruction Committee, he 
gave valuable service. On the outbreak of 
the Great War he placed his services at the 
disposal of the Allies, and for a year or so 
he was Commandant of the Belgian Field 
Hospital.. He had held the office of High 
Sheriff for County Tyrone, and since 1916 
had been Deputy Lieutenant. 

Dr. Thompson was thrice married. His 
first wife was a Miss Ellis, of Omagh; his 
second, Miss McClintock, was a sister of 
Colonel J. Y. McClintock, D.L., of Seskinore, 
and his third, who survives him, was a Miss 
Clarke, of Portrush. He is survived also by 
a son and two daughters. 


THE REV. W. V. K. TREANOR, 

The Rev. William V. K. Treanor, India, 
Secretary of the Church Missionary Society, 
died yesterday at Blackheath, London, after 
an attack of influenza. 

Mr. Treanor had been a C.M.S. missionary 
in the United Provinces, India, for nearly 
thirty years before he took up the India 
secretaryship at the London headquarters of 
the Society three years ago. He was born 
at Athenry, Co. Galway, in 1875, and was a 
graduate of Dublin University. He held a 
curacy of St. John the Baptist Church, 
Islington, for a time before he became a 
missionary in 1901. 


DR. W. ALLEN MURPHY. 

The death took place at March, Cambridge- 
shire, on Thursday, of Doctor William Alien 
Murphy, the eldest son of Mr. T, 
Murphy, F.J.I., and Mrs. Murphy, of 
Brighton square, Dublin. Dr. Murphy was 
educated at the Abbey School, Tipperary, 
and entering Dublin University during the 
war he joined the Royal Navy as a Surgeon- 
Probationer, after securing his “Half.” He 
served in the Mediterranean on several 
destroyers engaged in the work of submarine 
chasing, and on being demobilised on the 
termination of hostilities he resumed his 
studies at Trinity College and Steevens’s 
Hospital. He received his degree in 1922, 
After practising for a period at Blackpool he 
went to sea as a ship a surgeon, and twice 
sailed round the world. On his return he 
was appointed House Surgeon at Steevens’s 
Hospital, filling the position for a year and 
ahalf. After boldisie appointments in North 
and South Wales and Manchester, he entered 
into partnership with Dr. Waters, of March, 
in 1956. 

For over three months Dr. Murphy worked 
day and night in dealing with an outbreak 
of diphtheria, and his constant and unselfish 
devotion to his professional duties left him 
unfitted to withstand an attack of pneumonia, 
with which he was omy lled to take to bed 
on Wednesday of last week. Despite the atten- 
tion of his partner and Dr. Cole, of Cam- 
bridge, he passed away after an illness of 
seven days. He leaves a widew and an 
infant son of ten weeks. 


MR. THOMAS HONAN. 

Mr. Thomas Honan, whose death took 
place in Liverpool at the age of 79, was a 
well-known writer of Irish verse and prose 
in the early days of the Gaelic League. He 
was gold medallist for original Irish poetry.

MH. H. WILLIAMS, M.Y.O0. 

The death has occurred at Kinfauns, Brun- 
stead place, Bournemouth. of Mr. Henry 
Williams, aged 83, who was from 1897 to 1917 
secretary to the Board of Public Works in 
Ireland.

NOTHER attack on what he deseribed 

as the so-called Farmers’ Party was 
made by President de Valera to-nicht, 
when he spoke at Killarney, in the course 
of a three hundred miles’ dash from Cork 
to Limerick. “ In no true sense of the 
word can the party be called a Farmers’ 
Party,” he said. ‘* Our party, and ours 
ónly, ig the real Farmers’ Party. It con- 
tains more farmers than there are in that 
party.. We are primarily concerned with 
the welfare of the small farmers, firs: 
because they comprise the majority.of our 
people, and, secondly, because they havo 
ever been the backbone of our Nationa! 
movement in Ireland.’’ 

Urging the people to take a firm stand 
on the question of the annuities, and not to 
allow themselves to be intimidated by Nir. 
Thomas, who, he said, would be watching 
with great anxiety for a Cumann ua 
nGaedheal victory next week. Mr. de 
Valera said “ How often have the leaders .. 
and the people of the past sighed and 
longed for the opportunity that we have 
to-day to end once and for all the national 
and economic strangle-hold that England 
has had in this country.’’ 

During his arduous journey through 

Kerry to-day, which took him along rocky 
roads, winding over moor and mountain, 
Mr. de Valera also spoke at Kenmare, 
Cahirciveen, Sneem, Waterville, Killorg!in, 
Tralee, and Listowel, and at every point, 
Kerry, which up to the last election was 
one of his great strongholds, has given 
him a disheartening reception. 
, Although the mountain roads to-nigit 
were ablaze with bonfires, tended by cheer- 
ing children, his meetings were among the 
poorest that he has had during his tour, 
despite the fine weather. 

Mr. de Valera has abandoned thie

The volume of sound in the principal 
streets of London is being unofficially sur- 
veyed by the Western Electric Company. The 
survey will take about twelve months to com- 
plete. 
The instruments for measuring the inten- 
sity of the various sounds are of the most 
up-to-date pattern. Bhe chief of these instru- 
ments is cailed the sound-meter. The volume 
of noise is recorded in what are known as 
“ decibels.”” The decibel is a unit of noise 
measurement. 
The amount of noise is measured in terms 
of decibels. 
Among the noisest spots so far surveyed 
are Fleet street and Ludgate Circus, with 85 
decibels each. Lombard street and the Em- 
bankment registered 65 decibels, but at one 
point in Oxford street a pneumatic drill used 
for excavation work caused no less than 95 
decibels to be recorded. 
An official of the Western Electric Company 
stated that they were simply taking a couple 
of instruments around the City and measur- 
ing the intensity of the various street sounds, 
which would then be recorded for future use. 
The tests were ‘preliminary. They had just 
completed a set of instruments for carrying 
out the survey, and they hoped that if at some 
future time an official survey were required

PROBABLE CONNECTION WITH 
‘* LITTLE DORRIT.” 


The George Inn at Southwark, London, 
S.E., which is believed to be the last remain- 
ing coaching inn in London, is to be pre- 
served by the London and North-Eastern 
Railway Company. 
Hidden from the main thoroughfare by a 
railway goods yard, the George Inn still 
maintains the dignified atmosphere of the 
days when it was first built in 1676 on the 
site of a former inn, which was destroyed 
by fire. The present innkeeper, Miss Murray, 
has for 54 years kept a watchful eye on the 
structure, and fey modern additions have 
been added. 
The coffee room with its red plush seats is 
still decorated with old advertisements for 
beer, and in the corner is an “Act of Parlia- 
ment Clock” still keeping accurate time. 
Some of the patrons have used this coffee 
room daily for over 50 years. Recently it 
was stated that this was the George Inn 
mentioned in “Little Dorrit’? as being the 
inn where - Dorrit went to write letters. 
Part of the inn is now used by the 
L.N.E.R. Company as a clearing house for 
parcels to be sent by rail. At the present 
time it is in good repair, and no alterations 
will have to made either inside or out.

Dublin Stock market was fairly active 

esterday, and price movements showed some 

teresting changes. Free State Funds were 
on the up grade, and the three loans each 
closed a quarter to the good. Land Bonds 
were unchanged. British Funds were steady, 
Three per cent. Land Stock lost v at 84 for 
& small lot, 

Banks were again a firm section, with Pro. 
vincial Old 4 up at 261, and Nationals nine- 
pence lower at 43s. 

The only change in Rails was a 
point in Great Southern Pref. to 84. 
Tram Ord. rose a shilling to 86s. 

Guinness units were the most active spot 
in the market. The final price was. 74d. up 
at 83s. lid. Dublin Distillers Debentures 
rose 24. to 434. Alliance Gas was + lower 
at 11%. Johnston, Mooney Ord. was un. 
changed. Dockrell Pref. and Parkes Pref. 
each rose sixpence, 

The Industrial section was somewhat irre- 
gular. Tobacco shares were sold, and B.A.T. 
lost 1s, 3d. Dunlops were stronger, and

be expected that the last 
full working day of the week would witness 
any marked improvement in regard to 
business, while the near approach of the carry- 
Over, preliminaries for which will be carried 
through to-day, tended to further restrict 
trading. Considering all things, however, 
trading was on quite a satisfactory scale, and 
the markets as a whole presented a decidedly 
firmer appearance, the vast majority of the 
movements returned being in the right direc- 
tion. A number of bright features were in 
evidence. German Bonds provided the lead, 
and just before the close these issues spurted 
sharply, the closing values being substantially 
harder on the day, Buoyant conditions pre- 
vailed in the Kaffir Section, and further 
appreciable improvements were returned, while 
other departments, notably West Africans, 
were also on the up grade. Oil Shares de- 
veloped a firmer tendency, the leaders mostly 
returning enhanced levels, whilst Rubber 
Shares disclosed a steadier front. The In- 
dustrial Market, although attracting no 
materially wider volume of attention, moved 
to higher levels, a number of the advances 
being of substantial proportions. Leyland 
Motors were outstanding on the maintenance 
of the dividend, the market having anticipated 
& slight reduction, while Spillers, Unilevers 
and Dunlops all showed a firm tone. The 
trans-Atlantic descriptions Strengthened on 
the latest advices from Wall street. 

Rather more active conditions prevailed in 
the gilt-edged section, but the firmer tone 
engendered by the announcement regarding 
the Bank of England’s attitude towards 
trustee issues was not maintained, and in a 
number of instances fractional losses were 
shown at the close. Thus Consols 4 per cent, , 
Funding Loan and Victory Bonds were each 

lower, while similar losses were shown by 
Bowe Loans and the 34 per Cent. Conversion 
Loan. The 34 per Cent. War Loan also re- 
turned a slightly reduced level. The 44 and 
5 per Cent. Conyersion Loans ny 
were finally 4 and 4 firmer respectively, while 
India Stocks were well maintained. Firmer 
conditions developed in several directions 
among Foreign Government Stocks. German 
Bounds were the feature, and the Sevens closed

oung Loan strengthened sharply. _ British 
Rails attracted rather wider attention, and 
prices disclosed an upward trend. Most of 
the leaders closed fractionally firmer and a 
number of the preferences returned higher 
values.

REPORT ON ECONOMIC 
CONDITIONS.

ashe report of the Council which is to be 
to the annual meeting of the 
Institute of Bankers at the annual meeting, 
to be held in the Bank of Ireland, Dublin, 
on the 27th inst,, states that during the year 
no less than six changes occurred in the Bank 
of England rate, the rate falling by successive 
stages from 6 per cent. in February to 2 per 
cent. at the end of June. This rapid return 
money conditions enabled the 
British Government, in July, to carry out 
successfully the gigantic task of converting 
in one payment and on a 34 per cent. basis 
the Five per cent. War Loan. 

The fall of interest rates has had the effect 
of greatly appreciating the value of gilt- 
edged stocks, and in other classes of securities 
a very striking advance in prices has taken 
place, amounting on an average during the 
year to almost 20 per cent. These indi- 
cations would appear to justify the hope that 
a recovery of trade and business enterprise 
may be looked for in the not distant future. 


FREE STATE REACTIONS, 


Both in the Free State and in Northern Ire- 
land the reactions of the world economic 
crisis have been severely felt, the signs being 
evident m an increase of unemployment, a 
fall in trade values and a reduction in the 
earning power of the banks and of industry. 
The harvest, following on a favourable 
summer, was good, but agriculturists in the 
Free State have been hardly hit following the 
imposition by Great Britain of import duties 
upon Irish live-stock and other produce as 
a consequence of the disagreement which has 
arisen on the subject. of the land annuities, 
To those duties the Free State has replied 
with import duties upon British goods. Some 
attempt was made to mitigate the adverse 
effects of the duties to farmers and others by 
a system of export bounties. A grain-grow- 
ing scheme has also been evolved by the 
Government in pursuance of a policy for in- 
creasing the area under tillage. The out- 
look for the immediate future is uncertain, 
but it is earnestly to be hoped that a satis- 
factory settlement of the differences that, as 
far as can be seen, are reacting intensively 
upon national economic conditions may not 
be long delayed. : 


During the year the total number of ad- 
ditions to the roll of membership was 141, 
and the present membership consists of 162 
Fellows, 618 Members and 2,223 Associates, 
or a total of 3,003.
